KIPLING OF ARCTIC WORLD. 


facts About Literary Career of 


Robert W. Service. 


Of Robert W. Service, affectionate- 
y called “‘the Kipling of the Arctic 
World,” much may be/written. His 
sork covers so wide ajrarge of sub- 
jects that it is hard to call Mr. Ser- 
vice by any one name, He is poet, 
iovelist, adventurer, philosopher— 
ill combined, * 

Robert Willlam Service was born 
it Preston, England, in 1876, and at 
six years of age meved, with his par- 
nts, to Scotland. He received his 
sducation at Hillhead High School, 
Glasgow, and later entered the em- 
ploy of the Commercial Bank of that 
city. The call of the great unknown, 
which has ever appealed to this man, 
tured him to America, where he 
traveled extensively (we are inclined 
to. think not always in Pullman and 
parlor cars). Later he attached him- 
self to the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce, being stationed at Victoria, 
Vancouver, Kamloops and White 
Horse. To the people about him he 
Wak somewhat of a puzzle. An 
wquaintance says of him: “‘An odd 
fellow, who dabbled in’ poetry, of 
whom one knew little but desired to 
know more.’ 

Service’s parents followed him to 
Canada in 1905. Simce 1911 the 
iuthor has devoted himself to his 
york and to travel. He has pudlished 
several books and contributed, at dif- 
‘erent times, to the Scottish press. 

At the outbreak of war he was in 
‘thesBalkans, where he became at- 
tached to the Red Cross. ,His splen- 
lid work while connected with this 
unit Has been highly ~-commended, 
ind his experienres have given to 
-he world a notable collection of 
fragments known as “The Rhymes 
of a Red Cross Man,” 

While in the French provinces he 
married a French lady, and since 
then has resided in Paris. 

_It is no easy task to separate the 
author’s work and his life. One is, 
essentially, s0 much a part of the 
other, His early books deal almost 
entirely with Mife_in the North. The 
irst ‘two, “The Soitée- of a Sour- 
tough” and “The Ballads ofa. 
thako,”’ are confined entirely 
poetry. They are hiostly short 
Snatches, apparently written on the 
spur of the moment. These sketches 
are typical of the people with whom 
whe poet came in daily contact. 
are most varied, the results of cer- 
tain little incidents of the day. A 
few are written after a pathetic little 
3tyle, oceasionally: assumed by the 
writer, but the’greater part deal with 
the hard, grasping, horrible nature 
of the gold rush of ’98. ; 


‘Never will I forget it, there on the 
mountain face, 
Antlike, men with their 
clinging in icy space, ; 
Dogged, determined and dauntless, 
chill and callous and cold, 
Cursing, blaspheming, reviling and 
ever, that battle cry—GOLD.

As the name 
‘mplies, they are odds and ends from 
nany lands, In one aspect they are 
ilk alike; they deal With a class of 
people known to very few, and un- 
derstood by even fewer; the ordinary 
work-a-day folk and the vif-rait of 
the -world. -It is in the championship 
of this cause that Mri Service appears 
at his best. He likes to describe the 
Small details, the unknown tragedies, 
the quaint bits of humor and tender- 
ness, 
course and uncultured nature. 

“The Pretender’ .is the writer’s 
latest novel, and “The Rhymes of a 
Red Cross Man,’’ the last appearing 
book of poems. The mateérial and 


setting vary, but the same style pre- 


vails. The easy swing, spasmodic 
mode of expression, unexpected 
bursts of indignation mellowihg initio 
sympathetic understanding — these 
are all here. ; 

One feels in reading these books 
that “Mr. Service is most at hone in 
the Yukon. He excells in descriptions 
of this country. He has, indeed, been 
a “rolling stone.’ Other countries 
have contributed to his» works, but 
into portraying the ~Klondike he 
threw his very soul. He followed 
the trail to the end, he knew every 
nook and cranny, every point of 
Vantage and every weakness. He 
drew such vivid pictures of the coun- 
try’s beauty, glory, vice and sin that 
he has verily become the champion 
of the wild northern wastes.

LUNDY's LAN® CHURCH. 


An Historic Site In Connection With 
Canadian Methodism. 

The 126th anniversary of Lundy’s 
Lane Methodist Church was observed 
on Sunday, November 14. On this 
historie ground, Methodism was first 
planted by the United Empire Loyal- 
ists, before the iterancy system’ be- 
kan, the first preacher being a. sol- 
dier, Major George Neal, who preach- 
ed and formed the first class meeting 
in 1788. He was not kindly received, 
and aectounts relate that he was pelt- 
ed with stones until the blood poured 
down his face. Methodism of Upper 
Canada, at this time and for a num- 
ber of years afterwards,. was con- 
nected with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church of the United States, as éestab- 
lished by Wesley at the close of the 
revolutionary war. From 1791 until 
1794 different preachers came along, 
each preaching where he could find 
hearers and form his converts into 
classes. Three years afterwards, cir- 
cuits were formed, the Niagara cir- 
cuit taking in Lundy's Lane, with 
Darius Dunham as the first minister, 
who journeyed for miles from one 
Place to the other on horseback, 
preaching the gospel. Thomas White- 
head, who followed, in order to reach 
Niagara from Albany in 1806, had a 
journey of six weeks living on boiled 
wheat by the way. As the years 
passed other preachers came unti: 
the breaking out of the war in 1812, 
when many of the m ipisters stationea 
in Canada ‘returned’ to the * Uniteu 
States. The “old red meeting house” 
in Lundy’s Lane was built some time 
after the war, about 1820. 

A plot of ground of about twe 
acres was donated by Charles Green, 
a United Empire Loyalist, and at the 
west end of Lundy's Lane the churcl. 
was built, which was one of the first 
Methodist churches erected in Can- 
ada. The “old red meeting house’ 
stood as a landmark for many years, 
and was the scene of the meeting o} 
the general conference, when ‘preach- 
ers from all parts of Canada and the 
United States wssembled there. 
Reaching conferences in those daye 
Was a Work of toil and danger—onc 
preacher was drowned in the Susqte- 

anna river, while on his way to the 
meetiiiaeMore than one hundred tra- 
veling preathers. assembled under the 
presidency of the American bishop, 
Enoch George. The public services 
were largely attended, where six 
years before these men fought on 
opposite sides near this spot in the 
fierce baitle of Lundy’s Lane, When 
the Iast day of the conférence came, 
the preachers brought their horses 
saddled ready to start. The appoint- 
ments were to be read by the bishop 
and each man without a murmur 
would start for his: new field, in 
whatever circuit he was sent. : 

In the year 1844 a new edifice 
was built on the side of the present 
building, but those who had so long 
worshipped in the “Old Red Meeting 
House’ felt that they were loath to 
leave it, and from the year 1844 until 
1857 services were held in. both 
churches. In, 1857 services were dis- 
centinued in the Red pr fo House 
tnd held in the new church.  Joi:n 
Ker, who moved from Merritton to 
Limdy’s Lane, organized a Sundiy 
scioo]l, us formerly, the Methodis s 
inet in Sunday school with the Pres- 
bytlerians, Rev. Mr. Dickson had 
charge from 1857 to 1866, and was 
succeeded by ee John’ Wakefield, 
who. conducted a revival meeting for 
thirteen weeks, In 1863 -the church 
was enlarged. In 1888 the church 
now standing was built, the old build- 
ing being found too small. Rev. P 
Hobbs was in charge. 
vice held in the old church took place 
on Sunday, April 18, 1888, when nine 
babies were christened. The corner- 
stone of the present*church was laid 
May 24, 1888, and was completed in 
Nevember of the same year. 


Pink Salmon, 
Canadian householders are buying 


salmon by color rather than by qual-° 


ity, according to Dr. Edward Prince, 
chairman of the Biological Board of 
Canada, who states that the best- 
flavored salmon on the Pacitie coast 
is in small d@mand because the color 
is pale. The infer jor salmon, which 
is of a rich red’ color, brings the 
best price, and’ takes first. place on 
the Canada market. The price of 
pink salmon is stated. to be about 
one-half the price of the red. The 


sockeye, known as the red salmon, - 


is in great demand, and the species 
is threatened with ultimate extinc- 
tion, and there is a consequent rise 
in prices. The pink and chum sal- 
mon caught in British Columbia are 
almost unsalable in Canada. 

During the recent salmon fishing 
season in British Columbia, Alaska 
fisheries were shipping their red 
sulmion to British Columbia canners, 
| while British Columbia fisheries 
were shipping their_pinks and chums 
to United States canneries, because 
there was a demand for this class of 
fish across the border.

=, Chances In Jamatta,, 
Emphasizittg—<he. fact that the 
British West Indies wére-waxious to 
secure Canadian trade in prefervuce, 
to American, Stuart Cooper, a prom- 
inent commercial ‘traveler from 
Jamaica, and member of the Cana- 
dian-West Indian League, toured this 
country to urge upon Canadian mant- 
facturers the benefits which would 
mutually accrue from trade between 
the two countries. Mr.-Cooper urges 
Canadian manufacturers to take 
fadvantage of the preferential tariff 
in favor of Canada in the West 
Indies. “T want to interest Cana- 
dian buyers in Jamaican products,” 
said Mr. Cooper, who stated that the 
country was prepared to export 
oranges, ~ grapefruits, cocoanuts, 
pimento, leather and hides in large 
quantities, 
other goods. In return, they were 
anxious to procure Canadian ‘food- 
stuffs, particularly wheat; «also tex- 
tiles and hardware. 

. Up to June, the half year’s figures 
for Jamaica’s trade showed exports 
of £4,698,651 and imports £3,594,- 
.824, of which a large proportion was 


from the United States. Ships were 


sailing weekly. for the West Indies 
from Montreal, St. John and Halifax. 
The trip-to Jamaica took about five 
days. Under the new regulations the 
United States would have to pay 
about fifty per cent. more duty than 
the Canadians. “We are doing a large 
trade with the United States, and 
Would naturally prefer to do it with 
Canada,” said Mr. Cooper. ‘'’There 


- is a strong desire to keep the trade 


within the Empire.”

But the most striking of these 
stories is the well-known one of the 
last two survivors of those who sign- 
ed the American Declaration of In- 
dependence. On July 4, 1826, the 
jubilee of the occasion, John Adams, 
one of the signatories, lay dying, and 
just before he passed away, at sun- 
set, he was heard to say, ‘Jefferson 
still survives."’ But Thomas Jefferson 
had died that day at. noon.—London

HE SHOOK DICE WITH POE 


Peculiar Friendship Recorded as Ex. 
isting Between Pindar Pease and 
America’s Greatest Poet. 


An interesting article by Theodore 
Pease Sterns, in his earlier yenrs a 
resident of Cleveland and well known 
in local. musical circles, appears in 
The article concerns 
the friendship betwee the author's 
great uncle, Reter Pindar Pease, and 
Edgar Allan Poe. The acquaintance 
begun when Poe was attending the 
University of Virginia at Charlottes: 
ville, young Pease beng employed. at 
a curio shop in the town. <A> friend- 
ship sprang up~ between the <two 


youngsters and Pease recalled’ that on. 


one occasion, over the possession of 
a copy of Hogarth’s works, they threw 
dice and Poe lost and promptly paid. 
This was in 1826: Young Pease met 
Poe in Boston a few years later when 
the unhappy genius was reduced to 
Serious straits, and he met him. once 
more in New York in 1831. where the 
poet was trying to arrange for the 
publication of a hook of his verse. 

‘There are many interesting facts 
concerning Poe brought out by these 
reminiscences, with certain peculiari- 
ties that the Poe historians seem to 
have overlooked. 

The writer of the Outlook article 
whimsically says: “It seems a_ pity 
that this compantonship ‘with this 
gifted genius should have fallen to 
the-lot of as unsympathetic a person 
ay my late kinsman. 
gentlemnan never aftached any tmpor- 
tance to his association with Poe, and 
it was only by persistent inquiry that 
my own uncle, Judge Harlow Pease, 
drew from his Uncle Peter the facts 
here presented as the judge passeil 
them on to me, Had it not been for 
the latter’s intense ‘Interest in Poe 
and his tireless curiosity, these in- 
teresting sidelights on several phases 
of the character and activities of Poe 
might never have heen preserved. 

“Peter Pease was a stanch proh'bi- 
tionist und he beHeved Poe to be dis- 
solute, He was a deacon (a deter- 
mined pillar) in his chureh at Oberlin, 
Ohio, and he regarded Poe as an ont- 
least. Furthermore, old Deacon Pease 
was deeply interested tn the Under- 
ground railway before the war. and 
; he assumed Poe to he a southerner, 
| Finatly, the old gentienian cared noth- 
jing for any poetry outside his hymn 
‘hook, and thereforé the entire scheme 
of Edgar Allan Poe's history and ge 
nius was without value to him.”

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KNOWN GRAVES TOTAL 782,42¢]BANDITS ROB 18 MOTORISTS|“DEMORILIZATION" AT THE EM. 


London, Jan. 16.--(By Mail 
Canadian Associated Press)—Ths 
annual report of the Imperial Was 
Graves Commission for 1919-20 
states that the total number of gray- 
es registered up to September 30, 
1920 was 582,426, and ithe number 
of burials registered was 187,705. 

The extent of the work of Exhum- 
ation and concentration of scattered 
graves in France and Belgium up to 
March 22, 1920, is indicated by the 
following figures:—— Re-intermenis 
128,577; already known, 655,508; 
identified for first time, 6,273; un- 
known 66,796, The total number of 
graves in. France and Belgium when 
the work has been completed would 
be probably over 500,000, and the 
number of cemeteries requiring arch 
itectural treatment in addition io the 
erection of headstones (which is 
practically all that will be required 
for graves in French Communal cem- 
etries) will exceed 1,200. 


Half’, Million. 

; Be Guardian remarks 
that Fra end Belgium account for 
almos: a half mil@on registered and 
authentic graves. It is here, of course 
that the task of reinterment in the 
appointed: cemeteries become the 
greatest——a vast amount of work is 
needed before these memorials of the 
British dead can be left to make heir 
finished appeal to posterity. The di- 
ficulty that the Commission has had 
to face has been the shortage of skil- 
led labor for work on the headstones. 
The orders of these have been distri- 
bued ‘throughout the United King- 
dom, and it is significant of the way.

district see for itself examples of 
the chosen regimental designs. The 
task of the War Graves Commission 
is as great as it is significant, and 
its difficulties, are many as regards 
poth sentiment and administration.

Destroy Pest Befare Crop fines Into 
stornge. 

Many a bushel of beans or peas Is 
destroyed every year by the depre- 
dations of weevils, This ta not alfo- 
gether the result of carelessness on 
the farmer's part, as much as it fe 
ignorance of how to deal with (hese | 
pests. says Don B. Whelan in the 
Michigan Farmer. One shonld know 
how to “read the signa’ In a sample 
of benns if he would prevent damage 
from those insects later in the season, 
Often in the late winter or enrly ‘In 
the spring an examination of the 
beans will show them to be alive 
with weevil and full of large holes, 
This condition could have been pre- 
vented had the farmer known, tn the 
late-summer or early fall, how (to 
read the ‘weevil signs.” 

Many a person would have sword 
that the beans that he put away 80 
carefully in a sack in the fall were 
perfectly healthy and free from both 
bues and disease. But upon looking 
at them: early in the spring there was 
hardly a one of them but what had 
holes in it. The weevil odor and 
countless numbers of insects accom 
panied this condition. Where did the 
insects get into the seed?- The an- 
swer is not hard to find. Attached to 
the beans and unnoticed to the un- 
practiced eye were some tiny white 
eggs that soon hatched -inlo_ tiny 
worms that grew and developed into 
these pests. The holes in the beans 
were made by the growing worms 
which develop Inside of the seed. 

The weevil lays its tiny eggs on the 
maturing pods of beans and peas 
where they appear as small white 
specks. Upon examination these rip- 
ening pods will show whether or not 
there are any weevil present. If many 
eggs are found to be present the 


farmer plan on some means of 
Hestrogtbg tithes peste. when,, the 


beans are harvested and put in stor 
age. Shortly after the weevils lay 
their eggs on the pods in the field, 
the young worms hatch and begin 
burrowing through the pod into the 
ean, leaving the egg-shell on the 
) =~ =Q, the first indication of the 
presence Owsweevils are the tiny holes 
in the new crop:~-When the eggs are 
laid on the beans in storage, the 
shells stick to the bean and are eas- 
ily seen. If the grower will learn to 
look carefully for both the tiny en- 
trance holes and the shells he will 
soon have little difficulty;in detecting 
weevil infestation and will know how 
to deal accordingly. Of course, these 
entrance holes are so small that a 
person with poor eyes or one not 
looking for weevil signs would pass 
them unnoticed. ; 

If weevily beans and peas are plac- 
ed in storage without the weevil hav~ 
ing been killed, the eggs will hatch, 
after a time, into tiny grubs that 
soon develop into the’ adult weevils. 
These in turn lay numerous eggs that 
start another generation that feed 
upon the farmer’s seed. Read the 
weevil signs and prevent the enor 
mous waste that is taking place an- 
nually. An examination of the ripen- 
ing pods in the field or of the newly 
harvested beans in the fall will show 
the grower the clues to the presence 
of these pests. If they are at all 
numerous they should be fumigated. 
This is best accomplished in an air- 
tight bin, or box, with carbon bi- 
sulphide. A pound of this material 
fs sufficient for one hundred cubic 
feet of space, if the container fs Ny ae 
Measure the place in which the 
are to be fumigated and get the num- 
ber of cubic feet. Then for every one 
hundred cubic feet use one pound of 
the carbon bisulphide. Care should 
be taken not to expose a flame near 
these fumes as they are highly in- 
flammable. This gas will kill the 
adult beetles and worms but may not 
prevent the eggs from hatching. An- 
other treatment in three or four 
weeks will be necessary to kill the 
worms that have hatched from the 
eges since the last fumigation. 


Heavy Cow Unpopular. 

Various seven-day, thirty-day and 
yearly tests, conducted with the most 
careful scrutiny, have afforded con- 
vincing demonstrations of the fact 
that the milk, cream, butter and 
cheese of commerce need not be 
made by the cow whose annual yield 
of milk is limited to 4,000 pounds, 
but that cows producing from 6,060 
to 10,000 pounds are within the pos- 
sibilties, the comparatively easy pos- 
sibilities. It remains in large part 
for the dairy farmers throughout 
the country to avail themselves of 
the improved blood produced by en- 
terprising breeders who have made 


‘two pounds of milk flow from an 


udder where only one pound was 
wont to be produced. 


Prevent Seeding of Weeds. . 


Early ploughing prevents the seed- 
ing of many weeds that would mature 
during the fall. It also covers up 
many weed seeds and causes them to 
germinate to be killed in the fall be- 
fore they can produce more seed. 
Early fall ploughing opens up the 
soil so that more of the fall rains 
soak into the land, often a consider- 
able advantage. Early fall ploughing 
also gives time for any green manure 
or stubble that is ploughed under to 
become somewhat decayed and be 
available for growing crops the fol- 
lowing year. 


Prosperous Year for Alberta. 


The Provincial Department of 
Agriculture estimates that Alberta's 
wheat harvest will average 22 bushels 
to the acre and the oats harvest 
about 35 bushels to the acre. — 

“The harvest will be the greatest 
in the history of Alberta, although 
the yleld per acre will not be so great 
as that of 1915,” says the Provincial 
Statistician. ‘“‘The area under crop is 
now practically twice as great as it 
was in 1915, owing to the intense 
efforts made by the farmers during 
the war to increase production, and 
to the steady growth of agriculture.”

MEAT FROM REINDEER.. 


Stefansson, the Explorer, to Begin 
With Herd on Baffin’s Land, 

Will the reindeer, known to moat 
Canadians only through its fanciful 
association with Santa Claus, become 
an important meat supply of the 
world, even superseding cattle and 
sheep? In the opinion of many hard- 
headed businéss men in Canada and 
England, and at least one famous 
scientist, that is exactly what is~to 
happen. They are backing their opin- 
ion with cash, it is said, to the tune 
of several hundred thousand dollars 
in financing the newest of business 
ventures, raising reindeer on a big 
seale for their meat, hides and 
antlers. 

Stefensson, the Arctic explorer, 
writer and scientist, is, we read, 
apout to see the fruition of years of 
work in establishing an immense. 
reindeer ranch on. Baffin Island 
north of Lebrador and southwest of 
Greenland. The Canadian Govern- 
ment has leased a hundred and thir- 
teen thousand square miles of.jand 


to Stefansson and his associates" 


The company will begin with a herd 
of some 2,000 reindeer brought in 
from Norway. It is said that they 
require no care whatever And no pro- 
vision need be made for feeding 
them. This statement is based on the 
fact that all along the northern bor- 
der of Eurasia, including Norway, 
Lapland, Finland, Russia and Si- 
beria, the nomadic tribes breed rein- 
deer by tens of thousands, They live 
on the reindeer meat, drink the milk 
and clothe themselves in the skins. 
Incidentally, British capital some 
time ago became interestéd in the 
commercial possibilities of the rein- 
deer in Russia. ‘We are told that 
when the Bolsheviki gave satisfactory 
guarantees that foreign property 
rights will be respected, the move 
was made by. British financters.to in- 


“vést oh a big scale in reindeer -rais- 


ing in northern Russia, Archangel be- 
ing the port through which the meat 
is to be shipped out. . 
Stefansson and Nis’ associates will, 
at first ship the reindeer alive from 
Baffin Island to the United States and 
England, Later on it is planned to 
develop abattoirs on the island and 
ship carcasses and hides. There are 
several good harbors capable of de- 
velopment comparatively slight 
expense. The distance from the island 
to Liverpool is reported to be less 
than the distance from New York to 
Liverpool, though this fact is not ap- 
parent if you look at a distorted 
Meréator’s projectéon map. Reindeer 
meat, it is said, costs less to produce 
than any other kind capable of be- 
ing sold generally in large quantities, 
Several ranches in Alaska are now 
in’ successful operation. Persons now 
engaged in the industry there declare 


that they can produce the meat and 


ship‘it to Seattle to sell for:about five 
dollars a carcass. t the Seattle 
meat dealers actually pay is thirty 


‘dollars per carcass. A dressed car- 


cass weighs about one. hundred and 
sixty-five pounds, The reindeer are 
slaughtered at the: age of two and 
one-half years, which means that 
nearly two generations are brought 
to maturity in the amount of time 
that is required for one generation 
of cattle, An equivalent amount of 
pasturage will support three times 
as many reindeer as cattle. 

At the present rate, it is said, the 
hide “alone can be sold for enought 
to pay the “overhead cost” of raising 
a reindeer. This sounds like the 
famous “cat and rat ranch” scheme 


of sanctified. memory, yet the busi- |. 


ness aspect of the proposition is at- 
tractive enough to have induced a 
number of Americans to go into 
raising reindeer in Alaska recently. 


Submarines For the Arctic. 

Simon Lake, the submarine in- 
ventor, after turning his mind to the 
possibilities of the undersea boats 
for purposes of peace-time trade, has 
come to the conclusion that these 
boats will at no distant date be navi- 
gating the Northwest Passage, all the 
Arctic seas, in fact, thereby cutting 
thousands of miles off the known 
trade routes to the world’s northern- 
most ports. This interesting phase of 
submarine development is considered 
at some length and in practical detail 
by a writer in the Scientific American. 

The submarine is intended to dive 
under ice floes or in the summer to 
push its way through them. Icebergs 
will have to be particularly watched 
for and avoided, However, icebergs do 
not ordinarily prevail to any great 
extent in the seas immediately con- 
tiguous to Siberia and North America. 

“The practicability of the northern 
route is founded upon data furnished, 
by well known Arctic explorers and 
upon Mr. Lake’s own experience some 
years ago with a submarine torpedo- 


‘boat which he sold to the then Im- 


perial Government of Russia,” says 
the writer. -“‘During the severe winter 
of 1903-04 the craft in question was 
operated in Narragansett Bay, and on 
several occasions shé was run beneath 
heavy floes of ice. To facilitate 
nenoeuvring of this sort, the sub- 
marine was equipped with an over- 
ead skid, or guard, which made it 
in easy matter for her to skate, so to 
speak, on the nether surface of the 
yverlying ice.” :

 )Management of Herds Affects Their

The relative freedom of a fherd of 
cattle from tuberculosis depends on 
the kind of management the (herd re-

his conclusion, applying to 14 recog- 
nized breeds of cattle in the United 
States, is based on-a study of official 
tuberculin-test records for nearly half 
a million animals. As a basis for 
answering inquiries regarding the 
prevalence of tuberculosis in various 
classes and breeds of cattle, the fed- 
eral bureau of animal industry has 
eompiled all of its test records since 
the beginning of tuberculosis-eradica- 
tion work. 

The results, though capable of re- 
celving many interpretations, fail to 
show that any breed can be consider- 
ad safer from tuberculosis than 
snother.

Manurial Requirements. 

The results of a chemical analysis 
of a soil do not, as a rule, afford a 
Satisfactory basis for determining 
manurial requirements. The chemist, 
it is true, can determine what the 
soil contains, but no ordinary ana- 
lysis determines with exactness what 
proportion of the soveral elements 
present is in available form for the 
crop, Indeed, there is no such thing 
as a constant ratio of availability. 
While one crop finds in a given soil 
all the plant food it requires, another 
may find a shortage of one or more: 
elements.. Further, on the very same 
field one crop may find an insuffi- 
sient amount of potash; another may 
and enough potash for normal 
trowth, but insufficient phosphoric 
acid; while a third may suffer only 
from the insufficient supply of 
ritrogen. 

The manurial and fertilizer re- 
quirements are determined more 
largely in most soils by the crop 
than by peculiarities in the chemical 
conditions of the soil.

POSSESSES BRAINS. | 


Clever Little Animal, That Did the 
First Engineering Work on This 
Continent, Played an Important 
Part In the History of North 
America — The Great Astor For- 
tune Was Founded on Beaver 
Skins. 
T is not generally known that the 
beaver, our national emblematic 
ahimal, founded the great Astor 
fortune. It was with money op- 

tained by buying and selling beaver 

skins that John Jacob Astor got his 
start. In fact the beaver once had 

a very large place in the life of this 

continent, and it is estimated that 

over a hundred rivers and creeks in 

America bear its name. It is esti- 

mated that when the English-speak- . 

ing population of what is now eaee 

ada would not have made a good siz- 


ed town, there were upwards of one | 
hundred million beaver on _ this; 
continent. 

Beaver skins were one of the chief 


mediums of exchange among the ear- 
liest settlers of this country. They! 
were the standard by which guns, | 
sugar and cattle were valuated, and } 
for nearly 200 years were one of the} 
most important exports of both coun- 
tries. These skins were used chiefly 
in the manufacttiire of beaver hats 
such as Sir Oliver Cromwell wore, 
or as Shakespeare described as the | 
headpiece of Hamlet’s father. | 

Kingsford’s “History of Canada” 
says that in the eighteenth century 
Canada exported moderate quantities 
of timber, wheat, ginseng root and | 
other commodities, but from first to | 
last she lived largely on beaver} 
skins. Horace T. Martin, formerly 
satire | See Agriculture for Canada, 
Says O ‘heayer’s part in Canadian } 
development that¥rom the beginning | 
that animal “thas beén--assoclated | 
with the industrial and commercial | 
development, and indirectly with the | 
social life, the romance and, to a 
considerable extent, with the wars of 
the country.’’ 

The beaver is undoubtedly one of 
the most interesting and picturesque 
of common animals, and yet; contra- 
dictorily enough, one about which 
very little popular knowledge and a 
great deal of misinformation are cur- 
rent. He has been the object of 
legislation in the United States. 
Twenty-four states in all have voted 
him legal protection, and the Cana- 
dian Government has also passed 
laws aimed against the danger of his 
extermination. : 

It is when he stands erect that the 
beaver presents the best appearance, 
Then his rather awkward, powerful 
figure has the happy and childish 
eagerness of the chipmunk and the 
alert and capable attitude of the 
listening grizzly bear. The average 
beaver is about thirty-eight inches 
dn length and weighs about the same 
number of pounds. The color of his 
fur is a reddish brown, sometimes 
shading into a dark brown and more 
rarely a black. His tail is his most 
conspicuous feature: it somewhat 
resembles the end of an oar in shape 
and is covered with a black skin that 
has the appearance of scales, though 
no scales actually exist. It serves 
its owner variously as rudder, stool, 
prop, scull and signal club with 
which he can thwack the water a 
resounding slap of warning, playful- 
ness or derision. ‘There fs no basis 
in fact for the common belief that 
the beaver uses his tail for a trowel. 
The beavers’ ears are short and 
rounded, his hind feet webbed like a 
duck’s and his forepaws handlike. 
He is accomplished in the use of. his 
forepaws, handling mud and sticks in 
them with great dexterity.

Beavers are swift and agile swim- 
mers and have no‘ trouble in nego- 
tiating 200 yards under water with- 
out once coming to the surface for 
air, His food is almost entirely the 
inner bark of such water-loving trees 
as the aspen, the cottonwood and the 
willow. Every fall the members of 
all beaver colonies collect a pile of 
these woods sufficient ‘to supply their 
needs throughout the winter months 
of ice-enforced inactivity.

The beaver lives in a house, or 
lodge, which he builds by clawing 
out.a chamber in a domelike mound 
of sticks and mud.

The foundation is 
usually built on the bottom of the 
pond, the height of the portion above 
the waterline varying from three to 
seven feet.

Beaver dams more than 2,000 feet 
in length have been built.

Lack of Important Ingredients In 
Sow's Rations Held by Authorities 
to Be Responsible—Cure Is Im- 
possible, But There Are Methods 
of Prevention If Care § Is 
Exercised. 


To the swine grower the pheno 
mena of hairless litters is a mystery 
in so far as origin is concerned. He 
simply knows that sows normal in 
every way farrow litters that are 


quite abnormal in one, all, or a com- 
bination of the foHowing:—complete- 
ly or partially hairless, with unde- 
velopment of the head and neck; very 
small, weak and undeveloped gener- 
ally. Such pigs usually die, in from 
a few hours to a few days after 
birth. Not all pigs in the litter are 
80 affected, some being quite normal. 
The sow remains normal. 

While the scientist has arrived at 
what is possibly the direct constitu- 
tional cause, the preliminary causes 
are also more or less in mystery. 

A breeder may one year lose 90 
per cent. of his pigs and the next 
year with the same breeding stock, 
feeds, quarters, water and mana ge- 
ment, obtain a normal increase, In 
certain years and localities that 
trouble seems to be almost of an 


Is it due to seasonal influence? Is 
it transmissible? Is it due to some 
poisonous element in the sow’s ration 
which leaves her unharmed but | 
which arrests or renders abnormal 
the later development of the pigs in 
utero? 

It cannot be stated definitely that 
the. cause is seasonal. Certainly 
there is no consistency in such a 
claim. The possibility of contagion 
is also most difficult to assume. It | 
would, further, seem illogical that ! 
any actual poison to the foetus | 
would leave the sow quite unharmed.

Gilts are-more predisposed to give 
hairless litters than are adults, pos- 
sibly due to certain deficiencies in 
the ration being entirely absorbed by 
the dami. Further, the trouble is in 
practically every case confined to the 
winter-carried litter and is very rare- 
ly seen in the summer or fal) litter. 
Apparently certain deficiencfes in the 
ration may be corrected by the sow 
in the summer from other sources, 
whereas she has no recourse during 
the winter unless supplied artificially, 

Here is what is known at present: 

1. That a ration for the pregnant 
sow highly proteid or nitrogenous 
predisposes to hairless litters, but 
that in many cases the correction of 
the balance and constituents of the 
ration’ apparently corrects the ‘tren- 
ble, While there are plenty of cases 
to the contrary in Eastern Canada, 
‘the trouble is usually scattered widely 
and in all likelihood due to malnu- | 
trition.

Mount Katmai, in Alacka, Especially,

ago, Mount Katmai, most powerful and 
restless of North American volcanoes, 
is again in violent activity, according 
to Capt. Charles A. Glasscock and 
el caer Gary Bath of the steamer Ad;

Czecho-Slovakia 
realizes that its money must have more 
value. So in the recent reorganiza- 
tion of its financial system all of the 
old money was called in and new 
money issued. 

But the volume of new money is 38 
per cent less than the old, and the 
state cannot increase this except by 
providing adequate security (gold, sil- 
yer, bonds, commercial paper, ware- 
house receipts, étc.) upon which to 
base the issue. Further, plans have 
been made to withdraw from circula- 
tion another 1,500,000,000 crowns.

Iluminated Traffic Cop. 

With a view to solving the difficul- 
ties that beset motorists and traffic 
officers on Boston streets after night- 
fall the officers of the First motor 
corps are conducting experiments 
throughout the city to make a traffic 
handler visible to drivers as well as 
to pedestrians. 

An experiment demonstrated . that 

with the help of three light bulbs, 
which burn continuously, white bands 
crossed on his breast.and long white 
gauntlets, a traffic officer can be seen 
by motorists even at thé busiest and 
darkest of corners. 
“One of the lights is placed on the 
traffic guard’s hat’and the other two 
on his shoulders.

One Man Is Crew. 

Recent naval tests have disclosed 
the remarkable characteristics of a 
hew form of miniature torpedo boat, 
so low in the water that it has almost 
the invisibility of oa ‘submarine, ac- 
cording to a recent announcement in 
Popular Mechanics.

The entire:forward 
half of the boat is the torpedo cham- 
ber, and that part of the hull is U-

alongone side to permit tle torpedo 
‘to be hoisted In.. To discharge it, the 
Whole rounded bow plate is lifted up 
like a gate, flooding the chamber and 


permitting the torpedo to.go,forth on.

Catch a Freak Fish? 

A freak fish, 11 feet long atid weigh- 
ing 500 pounds, was brought to port by 
‘Capt. Steve Massa of the smack Ardita, 
reports a San Diego (Cal.) correspond- 
‘ent. The fish was caught in a sea bass 
} net off Point Loma at a depth of 30 
feet. The fish had a mouth two feet in 
diameter, no teeth, purple eyes, a short, 
blunt nose, with a sharp horn com- 
posed of solid bone and ao skin like a 
rhinoceros. A. L. Manahan of the state 
fish and game commission and Capt. 
W. C. Crandall of the California Blo- 
logical institute at La Jolla were un- 
able to identify the piscatorial freak. 
Photographs were taken of the fish and 
were sent to the University of Call- 
fornia in an effort to trace its ancestry. 


Again, Leather From the Sea. 
Considerable interest is at present 
being shown in the possibility of utiliz- 
ing the skins of sharks and porpoises 
for the making of shoe leather. The 
bureau of standards has completed ar- 
rangements to test the comparative 
durability of upper leather made from 
shark and porpoise skins as compared 
with that from calfskin and cowhide. 
~The co-operation of the National Boot 
and Shoe Manufacturers’ association 
has been secured in the making of the 
‘necessary shoes for the test. It is be- 
Heved that the results of this Investi- 
gation will be watched with consider- 

able interest.—Scientific American.

FIGHTING BLINDNESS. 


Capt. H. Gilbert Nobbs Played Golf 
Last Summer. 


Although Capt: Hf. Gilbert Nobbs, 
formerly of Toronto, is totally /blind 
as a result of having been \shot 
through the head by a German sniper 
down on the Somme, nevertheless he 
is at present making a trip around 
the world in his business capacity as 
foreign and colonial director of Hol- 
brook’s, Ltd. Capt. Nobbs made the 
trip from Australia to Toronto un- 
accompanied by any companion, and 
the only untoward incident of the 
voyage had occurred when, on first 
g0ing aboard ship he felt a draft, 
started to close what he thought was 
the porthole, and established the fact 
that the human finger is capable of 
stopping even the rapidly revolving 
vanes of an electric fan. Capt. Nobbs 
has refused to allow his blindness to 
break his spirit, and he is as cheery 
and far more active than the ma- 
jority of men who are blessed with 
thelr eyesight. Thus every week-end 
he is in the habit of taking a horse- 
back ride of some twenty-five or 
thirty miles, and he recently has be- 
come a most enthusiastic golfer. Hav- 
ing learned that a brother officer who 
was blinded during the South African 
War had also taken up golf, Capt. 
Nobbs recently wired to England to 
arrange for what he laughingly de- 
scribed as ‘‘a world’s championship 
golf tourney.” Leaving Canada for 
England, Capt. Nobbs will then pro- 
ceed through the Mediterranean dnd 


' the Suez Canal to India and thence 
i back to Australia, where of late he 


has made his headquarters at Sydney, 
New South Wales. 

Capt.. Nobbs’ history is intensely 
For a period of about 
ten years before the war, he was lo- 
cated in Toronto, being a member of 
the Queen’s Own. Regiment. Being 
in England, however, when war broke 
out he enlisted with the London 
Rifle Brigad@“und— ith them went 
down to the Somme. Writle-feading 
his company on September 9, 1918;. 
in the attack on Combles, he was shot 
through the temple by a-sniper and 
after lying in No Man’s Land for a 
couple of days was found by the Ger- 
mans. A rather rough spell in a 
hospital in Hanover, where he was 
nursed by a Russian prisoner, was 
followed by three months in a prison 
camp at Osnabruck,

when killed. Therefore, we need a 
humane killing method that will al- 
low the head to remain, as well as 
facilitate the removing of the feath- 
ers without immersing in scalding 
water. All this is possible with the 
method that kills by bleeding in 
mouth and debraining. Debraining 
renders the bird unconscious and 


causes a relaxation of feather-con- | 


trolling muscles which makes it pos- 
sible to remove the feathers quickly, 
easily and without tearing the skin. 
Hang up the bird by the feet at 
the proper height, bringing the head 
within convenient working distance. 
With the thumb and forefinger of 
the left hand grasp the head of the 
bird directly behind the ear, but not 
too far up, then draw the hand down- 
ward until it strikes the angle of the 
jaw, forcing the bird’s mouth open. 
Do not choke the bird. Hold the 
mouth open with the third finger. 
Use a sharp, straight-edge knife two 
inches long. Introduce in the throat 
far enough to reach beyond the 
angle of the jaw, where the blood 
veins from either side of the throat 
meet. Cut veins here. If inexperi- 
enced it is advisable to make two 
cuts, one on each side, to be sure of 
good bleeding, which is important. 
If blood flows freely the incision was 
properly made. 
peri debrain or “‘stick,” run the 
kni he mouth and pierce the 
roof Of athe “aquth through the 
groove. Push the wife up until it 
reaches the top of the skull>-which is 
a little behind the eyes and about 
midway between. If in proper posi- 
tion the knife is now in nerve cen- 
tre, and the bird gives a quick jerk.

TOBACCO ON THE LAND 
fe IMPROVES THE QUALITY OF 
THE SOIL. 

_ Experience on a Farm at Virgil, Ont., 
Shows How Forty Acres Were 
Made to Yield Magnificent Crop 
of Oats After Being Used to Girow 
“Vragrant Weed." 


“It was a fairly good piece of land 
for growing oats, before we gave It 
the treatment necessary to produce 


paying crops of tobacco, but when | 


we laid off tobacco growing this year 
and sowed oats instead, the yield 
ell over the 40 acres was $0 bushels 
per vere. This statement made by 
Hamilton Gibson, of Virgil, Ont., 
part owner and manager of the to- 


bacco growing plant which includes 
40 acres of land, extensive drying 
sheds and a factory splendidly 
equipped for handling the tobacco 
up to the last stage previous to itr 
being made into cigars, goes to show 
that tobacco growing has no bad 
after effects on soll, provided the 
soil is properly fertilized and culti- 
vated for growing the tobacco. 

The fact that the tobacco farm at 
Virgil was sown to oats instend of 
tobacco last spring shows that the 
Owners were not satistied with the 
chances for disposing of a bie crop 
of tobacco to advantage in the fall. 
Mr. Gibson said in this regard, that 
although the plant had made good 
returns ever since it was started ten 
years ago and had paid well of late 
years despite increased cost of labor, 
the indications of a lower price for 
tobacco ‘eombined with the fact that 
labor price showed no reduction, 
had provided the owners with suffi- 
cient reason for turning this valuable 
land over to the business of growing 
oats. The return ih the way of oats 
per acre, he declared, justified the 
change in practice, “and the present 
price of tobacco is further justifica- 
tion,” he added. 

The type of tobacco grown on the 
Virgil farm when tobacco is in 
favor is Havana, which Mr. Gibson 
says is a hardy variety <hat will 
stand a lot of rough usage as com- 
pared with some others, and yet 
yields a leaf well suited to make 
excellent binders, far superior in 
fact to the kind found on the average 
15 cent cigar that carries a band 
marked Habana, which mark may 
stand for Connecticut Broadleaf or 
any other variety as far as the 
binder is cohcerned. The yield of 
Havana is not so heavy as of Rroad- 
leaf or even Burley, but the quality 
is excellent as grown on compara- 
tively light soil on the Virgil tobacco 
farm, and the type is in good demand 
by the cigar manufacturers. 

Speaking from ten years’ expert- 
ence in which he has studied tobacco- 
growing in Connecticut and Southern 
States, as well as having managed 
Plantations in California, Mr. Gibson 
declares in favor of deep ploughing 
and heavy manuring in growing the 
; crop. At Virgil, he uses an extra 
heavy plough, and turns his land nine 
; inches deep. As fertilizer he uses 
somewhere near twenty loads of 


barnyard manure to the acre, in addi- }- 


tion to a dressing of fertilizer. In 
cultivating the crop he uses a Prout 
|} hoe, which takes away all weed 
| growth up to within an inch or two 
| of the plants in the row. Any weeds 
that may remain after the horse hoe 
| has passed are removed by hand hoe- 

ing, and the ground is kept practic- 

ally bare of all but the tobacco plants, 

throughout the entire growing

Cultivatins and weeding are 
Simple matters as compared with 
suckering, which is the most tmport- 
ant operation in connection with the 
actual growing of tobacco.

One of the ranches under 
his charge, was planted in part to 
citron trees, and, owing to. some cause 
unknown to the men who had done 
the planting, the grove yielded yery 
poor crops, although at full bearing 
age. Mr. Gibson decided to plant to- 
bacco between the rows of citron 
trees, with a view to getting some 
return from the land, while giving 
the trees an extra season to show if 
they were worth keeping or not. The 
tobacco, when half-grown became 
badly infested with fleas, and at Mr. 
Gibson’s orders the foreman had the 
plants sprayed with paris green. This 
spraying saved the tobacco. But that 
was not all. The citron trees bore a 
good paying crop. And the growers 
in the district gave the tobacco creait 
for helping the crop of citrons. Mr. 
Gibson’s opinion is that the flea had 
destroyed the new-formed fruit of 
the citrons, year after year, and the 
reason for the failure of the grove to 
produce fruit had never been réaliz- 
ed. Mr. Gibson’s quickness in recog- 
nizing the presence of an insect pest 
in the tobacco, and his immediate use 
of spray as a cure, Was a result of 
his experience in the growing of ten-

‘Protected? Against what? Against 
influences which cause the iron to 
corrode. If. we wish to protect the 
iron we must frst ascertain the iden- 
tity of these influcaces which constl- 
tute its enemy, and become acquaint- 
ed with their methods of.attack. 

Experience has taught that the 
rusting of iron is caused hy the Joint 
action of two chemical agents, air and 
water, explains Ernest Welleck, writ- 
ing in Poptlar Science Monthly. [ron 
will not rust in air free from mois- 
ture, or in water free from air like 
pure distilled water. 

If a piece of iron or steel with a 
clean, bright surface, is plaved in 
spring or well water, or in water 
drawn from-the faucet of a hydrant, 
it will soon turn black and dull. If 
it is left longer in the water, the 
iron will gradually change its color. 
Its surface will turn from black -to 
brown and finally to a yellowish red. 
The change will be greatly acceleral- 
ed if we take the tron out of the 
water and expose the wet metal to 
the air. In a short time it will be 


of rust which will continue to extend 
deeper into the metal until the fren 
is changed to a erumbly mass of rust. 

Why does spring or well water 
cause iron to rust, while distilled 
water does not? The water in springs,

Rudolph, of Austria, around ‘which 
‘there have been built many legends, 


has been spoken of for years, was 
lifted by a member of the Hapsbures 
following the fall of that monarchy. 

Archduke Leopold Ferdinand, in 
an article in the Berlin Vossieche 
Zeitung, tells what he declares is the 
true version of Rudolph’s death. 
Ferdinand, in 1902, renounced his 
rank and gave up all claim to the 
throne, taking the name of Leopold 
Woelfling, and marrying the girl of 
his choice. 

The archduke says that the real 
story of the death of Crown Prince 
Rudolph was told to him by his 
father, who was the most intimate 
friend of the old Emperor Franz 
Joseph and the Crown Prince. 
Ferdinand himself was also a close 
friend of Rudolph, knowing him in- 
timately for a number of years. In 
his story in the Vossische Zeitung he 
describes the unhappy’ marriage 0 
Rudolph to Princess Stefanie, of 
Belgium, the match having been ar- 
ranged. by the respective royal 
houses without consulting the young 
couple. He tells of her. violent jeal- 
ousies and how the stormy home life 
of the royal couple finally threw 
Prince Rudolph into the arms of the 
beautiful Baroness Vetsera. 

After some difficulty Emperor 
Franz Joseph finally secured the 
word of honor of Crown Prince Ru- 
dolph that he would break with the 
baroness. ‘ 

“But,’’ says Ferdinand, “Rudolph 
gave his word with the mental reser- 
vation that he would see his love 
once more and drain to its dregs the 
‘painfully sweet cup of farewell. 

“On that 1asc evening there were 

numerous guests at th tenting 
‘lodge of Mayerling, including Hektor 
Baltazzi, famous racing man, and 
his brother, Aristide, both Greeks. 
Hektor was generally reported to be 
the fiance of the pretty baroness, of 
whom the, crown prince was en- 
amoured. 
“During a part of the evening the 
gentlemen ~ were all in one of the 
small parlors of the lodge. The bar- 
oness was elsewhere at the time, and 
there was the customary heavy 
drinking by the men. Rudolph could 
never stand much drink, and after 
a few glasses often became very 
violent, - ; : 

“A discussion which arose be- 
came very heated, Rudolph soon col- 
lided “with thé hot-blooded tem- 
perament of the two Greeks. 

“It will probably never be known 
just how the trouble started, but 
soon. there were threats of the use 
of daggers and swords, and as these 
threats were made, everybody jump-' 
ed suddenly to their feet. 

“at this moment, without any 
warning, a full champagne bottle 
was hurled with tremendous force 
across the table. Rudolph dropped 
as if struck by lightning. 

“aA few moments later the Baron- 
ess Vetsera entered the doorway, 
where she was seen to stand as if 
petrified at the figure of her lover 
stretched on the ~ floor. Suddenly 
there was a shot, and- the Baroness 
Vetsera fell dead not far from the 
spot where Rudolph had fallen. 

“The body of the crown prince 
was taken to the palace in Vienna 
with the glass splinters from the 
champagne bottle still sticking in the. 
wounds in his smashed skull. 

“Ror reasons of state, the Gov- 
ernment announced that Rudolph 
had committed suicide, rather than 

the truth, which it was feared 
would have a serious effect on poli- 
tical conditions at the sime.”’

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X-RAY AND TEETH. 


Radical Change Has Taken Place In 

No dentist’s office adwadare is 
considered well equipped without an 
X-ray machine. 

The X-ray, a8 everybody knows, is 
of enormous usefulness for many pur~ 
poses that have to do with medicine 
and particularly surgery- But beyond 
a doubt its value in connection with 
surgery of the mouth is most im- 
portant of all. 

Many dentists, before beginning to 
operate on a new patient, make an 
examination of the jaws by the 
X-ray. Only in this way is it pos- 
sible to know with certainty the ex- 
act conditions demanding treatment. 

Above all, it is necessary to know 
whether or not any abscesses lie con- 
cealed in the gums. For these, as 
science has only of late discovered, 
are a fruitful source of many 
miseries. 

There is an old saying to the effect 
that ‘‘what one does not know will 
not hurt him.’’ But this. idea cer- 
tainly does not apply to’abscesses at 
the roots of the teeth, which may long 


f | exist unsuspected. 


Abscesses rarely form at the roots 
of live teeth; but often it happens 
that a tooth dies, and no notice is 
given of the funeral. Or, perhaps, 
the nerve has been intentionally kill- 
ed. In either case it is a dead one, 
and an abscess is quite likely, sooner 
or later, to form at its root. 

The X-ray shows up such an ab- 
acess clearly. It appears on the ‘“‘sha- 
dowgraph” film as a dark spot. Then 
the tooth should be pulled without 
dclay. : 

Every such abscess is a germ fac- 
tory. It produces a continuous crop 
of pus-forming bacteria, which, being 
swallowed, find their way through the 
stomach into the blood. 

These germs are lable to lodge in 
the joints, where they proceed to 
preed, feeding on the tissues and 
‘thereby... engendering inflammations. 
As a resvit,»there is rheumatism, 
with its attendant saatigar, perhaps 
eventual deformation of t iébones, if 
the trouble is prolonged and se 

Until within the last few years den- 
tists made no inquiry in regard to 
abscesses in the gums, save in cases 
where they caused so much local dis- 
comfort as to render the pulling of a 
tooth necessary. It was certainly not 
suspected that they had anything to 
do with causing rheumatism or other 
ailments of the body. But to-day 
when any mysterious malady turns 
up the up-to-date physician sends the 
patient to the dentist to have his 
jaws X-rayed. 

Abscesses in the gums are of rath- 
er frequent occurrence, and) as a rule, 
their presence does. not excite the 
attention of the sufferer. A person 
may have half a dozen or more of 
them without suspecting it. They are 
almost certain to occur in neglected 
mouths, but nobody is safe. 

Sometimes they cause inflAamma- 
tions of the eyes; occasionally they 
impair the hearing. There is no end 
to the mischiefs. they engender. One 
each y unders. a.ds why, in former 
days, when there were no dentists 
and people’s teeth received no proper 
attention, rheumatism was an affiic- 
tion so much more prevalent than 
nowadays. The “aches and pains of 
old age,” 80 bitterly complained of by 
our forebears, were attributable 
mainly to abscesses in their gums.

The ‘Jericho region is supplied with 
three kinds of water, and this prodi- 
gality, coupled with the historic 
fame of the Jordan Valley, has furn- 
ished a regular formula of bathing 
for pilgrims to this hot depression, 
nearly a quarter of a mile below the 
level of the sea. < 

Of course, every tourist has to 

bathe in.the Dead Sea; it is the thing 
to do. Lucky is the man whose skin 
does not crack in the heat of the 
valley, for Dead Sea water on a 
cracked skin or the film of the eye 
reminds one of boiling oil and the 
Spanish inquisition. 
—~Having performed the necessary 
rite and dutifully completed am ex-- 
perience which can be recorded in 
the diary of the trip, the poor, pil- 
grim, laved with a tenacious fluid 
that seems to be composed of salt, 
kerosene and lye, drives off to the 
Jordan and seeks relief fn the muddy 
waters of that river.
